2. Citations and explanations 

The document JP-A-06 013053 is regarded as the 
closest prior art for the subject matter of Claim 1. It 
describes a light source comprising a bulb, a filament 
located in the bulb and a heating device for the filament. 



The subject matter of Claim 1 differs from that known 
light source in that the reflecting surface is formed by a 
dielectric multilayer coating, and is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem to be solved by the present invention is 
understood to be to avoid the three-dimensional restriction 
of the radiation of visible light which is caused by the 
reflecting surface. A dielectric multilayer coating is 
spectrally selective and can therefore be chosen such that 
the thermal radiation portion is substantially reflected 
and the visible radiation portion is substantially 
transmitted. The reflecting surface can thus be disposed 
in any desired manner on the inner side of the bulb (even 
on the entire inner side) . The reflecting surface 
described in Dl, on the other hand, is not permeable to 
visible light. The fact that this reflecting surface is 
located solely on the rear half of the bulb would have

led a person skilled in the art in a different direction 
from the claimed teaching. 

Other documents cited in the international search 
report relate to light sources with filaments. The 
combination of features claimed in Claim 1 is therefore 
neither known from, nor suggested by, the available prior 
art. Consequently, the subject matter of Claim 1 involves 
an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Claims 2-18 are dependent on Claim 1 and therefore 
also meet the requirements of the PCT with regard to 
novelty and inventive step. 
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VII. Certain defects in the international application

The imprecise statement on page 12 of the description 
gives the impression that the subject matter for which 
protection is sought does not correspond to the subject 
matter defined in the claims. Consequently, there is a 
lack of clarity (PCT Article 6) when the claims are 
interpreted on the basis of the description (cf . PCT 
Guidelines, Chapter III, paragraph 4.3a). 

The description is not consistent with the amended 
claims (PCT Rule 5.1(a) (iii)). 
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
